It was impossible for a very largo 
ship, manned by an extremely small crew, 
to soil awny from these fully equipped ves¬ 
sels, and as to an attempt to defend them- 
wives against the overwhelming power of 
the antagonists that uu* too absurd to bo 
thought of eve A by such a reckless fellow 
as Bartholemy. So when tlio ship was 
hailed by the Spanish vest-els ho lay to and 
waited until a boat’s crew boarded him. 

With tho eye of a nautlcnl man the 
Spanish captain of one of the ships per¬ 
ceived that something was tho matter with 
this vessel, for its rigging und sallq wore 
terribly cut up in the long tight through 
which It had passed, und, of course, he 
wanted to know what had happoned. 
When he found that tho great ship was in 
the possession of a very small body of 
pirates, Bartholomy and his men woro im¬ 
mediately mudo prisoners, were taken on 
board the Spanish ship, were stripped of 
everything they possessed, even their 
clothes, and were shut up in tho hold. A 
ersw from tbo Spanish ships was sent to 
man the vessel which bad been captured, 
and then tbe little fleet set sail for San 
Franolsco In Carnpeacby.

Allowing that with reasonable care 
no pupil need purchase more than one 
book in each subject, the cost per year 
to each pupil for text books would not 
exceed fifty cents. And yet Mr. 
Whitney and his colleagues grow 
eloquent in depicting the woes of tbe 
poor taxpayers who are ground down 
under “Ross’ school book monopoly.” 
Col. Mathieson comes forward with a 
number of Irish text books, and these, 
he says, are cheaper than tho Ontario 
text books. The mere fact that they 
are unsuitable for use in our public 
schools makes no difference to this 
severo erltde. There are disoaeded text 
books on the shelves of every book¬ 
seller which can be bought for a mere 
song. Tbe old fashioned high bicycle 
is very cheap now, but no one brings 
that forward as a reason why the 
pneumatic safety should be reduced in 
price. 

In regard to the number of text 
books it is only necessary to say that 
in 1875, under Dr. Ryerson, there were 
used in the public schools of Ontario 
55 text books, and in 1883, the last 
year of Mr. Crook’s administration, 53 
text books. In 1898, under the efficient 
management of Hon. Geo. W. Ross, 
there are only 11 text books in use in 
the public schools. Ontario is enjoy¬ 
ing a good system of education and 
the parrot cry, “it is time for 
change,” will not induce the intelligent 
electorate of this province to hand 
over their educational system to a set 
of men who would put back tho hand 
on the dial for many years to come.

The Mail and Empire points out that 
when Mr. John Sandiield Macdonald 
went out of office there was a surplus 
of $3,811,863.. What the organ omits 
to mention is that every dollar of 
Sandfield’s so called surplus was offset 
by a liability. Before going out of 
power he voted $1,500,000 for railways, 
lie left a debt to the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment amounting to $601,000, which 
had to be paid by his successors ; he 
owed $197,000, collections on Crown 
Lands, that had to be paid ; he owed 
$96,500 on llockwood Asylum account; 
he passed a teachers’ superannuation 
act, which cost $1,307,000, besides 
leaving other smaller debts to be paid. 
Take these items from his “surplus” 
and what remains?—Ex. 


At Mr. Meacham’s meeting here on 
Monday evening Mr. Symington took 
the wind out of the doctor’s sails by 
the authorities he quoted from. The 
doctor ran the gamut of the Opposition 
charges, and declared that practically 
our last timber limit had been sold, 
Ontario was in debt and we were on 
the verge of direct taxation. Mr. 
Symington did not go to any partizan 
source to refute the extravagant and 
pessmistio utterances of Dr. Meacham. 
He quoted from the published re¬ 
port of the last meeting of the British 
Association of Scientists, whose re¬ 
cent convention at Toronto commanded 
the attention of the civilized world. 
Such men as Sir William Dawson, 
Prof. Macoun and many others whose 
reports are accepted by the British 
Government as authentic were brought 
forward to show that the timber 
resources of Ontario, if husbanded 
in the future as carefully as in the past 
will last lor many generations. The 
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reierence to tne “ call with a cough 
militated against the export trade A 
our cattlo. The Toronto Star, an liu- 
dependent paper says : “ Year ago tfte 
trichinosis scare paralyzed the pork 
business. * * A story that a bug 

had been discovered in a barrel of ap¬ 
ples barred United States fruit out of 
Germany. An ombargo is about to be 
put on United States horses entering 
Germany, owing to reports of diseases 
in the animals. All this proves not 
only the nece^ity of preventing disease 
in animals, fruits aud orchards, but 
illustrates also the inadvisability of 
raising scares and using them for poli¬ 
tical purposes. While Mr. St. John 
was using his piggery scare to make 
votes, he was striking a blow at every 
barn-yard in Canada.” 


MR. WHITNEY AND THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 

Mr. Whitney has given us his educa¬ 
tional policy in embryo, but it is so 
vague that it is difficult to understand 
"hat tho Opposition leader is driving 
at. When Mr. Whitney leaves the 
beaten track of denunciation to out¬ 
line his policy he goes around iu a 
circle, like a man lost in the woods, 
and at the conclusion finds himself 
back at the starting point. So long as 
Mr. Whitney keeps on tho beaten 
track and contents himself with refer¬ 
ring to our public schools as a huge 
mould from which camfidates for the 
high school are pressed, he is safe. It 
is no tax on the ingenuity to refer to 
the Minister of Education as an auto-' 
crat, or to denounce the public school 
system in detail, but when Mr. 
Whitney enters the forest of facts and 
attempts to explain how he would 
essay to better our school system he 
loses himself as hopelessly as tho late 
Dan McGinty, when he took his mem¬ 
orable plunge into the sea. 

It is an easy matter to find fault. 
There is no system, however perfect, 
but some carping critic can pick flaws 
in it. The school system of Ontario 
was not brought to its present high 
standard of excellence without some 
mistakes being made, nor is it claimed 
for it that it is without defects. It 
will, however, bear favorable compari¬ 
son with any school system in the 
world, and in attaining to this high 
piano it is well to remember that it 
did so despite the obstacles placed in 
its way by reactionary spirits like 
Mr. Whitney and a few of his col¬ 
leagues. 

At present our school system is pre¬ 
sided over by a Minister of Education, 
who is responsible to the Legislature. 

Mr. Whitney proposes the appoint¬ 
ment of a huge advisory board, to 
whom the minister will be responsible. 
While Mr. Whitney has no fault to 
find with the high schools and collegi¬ 
ate institutes he purposes to reduce 
their usefulness by enlarging the 
curriculum of the public schools and 
making them more complete iu them¬ 
selves. it is generally conceded that 
the curriculum of the public schools is 
complete enough as it is. Everyone 
will recall the agitation that was 
caused a few years ago over high 
school work being taught in a number 
of the public schools* It was found 
that the time of the teachers was so 
taken up with this work that the 
other branches suffered inconsequence. 
The practice was discontinued. 

Mr. Whitney, Dr. Meacham and 
others cavil at the number and cost of 
the text books, used in the public 
schools. Here is a full list of the text 
books authorized by the Minister of 
Education, together with the retail 
price of each :

residence is occupied and twenty- 
seven students aro lodging outside, 
most of them in the immediate neigh¬ 
borhood of the college. The total 
number on the roll in 1897. was 275 — 
212 in tho regular course, and sixty - 
three iu tho special <fbiry course, the 
great majority being Ontario farmers’ 
sons of the very best class.” 

As an outcome of the tuberculosis 
agitation, the Hon. John Dryden, 
Minister of Agriculture, decided about 
a year ago to provide for the manufac¬ 
ture of tuberculin in the college. The 
necessary apparatus was ordered ar 
once, and the bacteriologist, Mr. F. C. 
Harrison, soon got things in shape to 
commence work. The tyrst fourteen 
doses were sent out about the end of 
last May ; and since that tiitie the de¬ 
mand has increased so Rapidly that it 
was found necessary to order an addi¬ 
tional incubator aud ac^d a room to the 
laboratory. With these additions, it 
is hoped to bo able to supply what is 
required iu the Province.\ 

The work in the department of field 
experiments is growing in importance 
from year to year. The experiments 
with varieties of wheat, oats, barley, 
peas, coin turnips, mangles, potatoes, 
carrots, green fodders, grasses, clovers, 
mixtures of grain, etc. have been 
carried on systematically and persis¬ 
tently on well defined lines for seven 
or eight years, on plots in different 
parts of a fifty-acre field, and, under 
climatic conditions which havo varied 
with the years. Hence tho results now 
begin to indicato very clearly which* 
varieties are be9t adapted to the soil 
and climate of the College Farm ; and 
the co-operative experiments through¬ 
out the Province carried on simul¬ 
taneously by the College Experi¬ 
mental Union (largely under the dir¬ 
ection of the experimentalist, Mr. C. 
A. Zaviiz,) go to show that the varie¬ 
ties which have done best at the col¬ 
lege, give the best results all over the 
Province. 

In this gyay some excellent foreign 
varieties havo been introduced, tested, 
and distributed throughout the Pro¬ 
vince-varieties which yield from six 
to„ eight bushels per acre more than 
any varieties previously grown. In 
oats and barley alone, the varieties 
introduced and distributed by the 
experiment station have, within the 
past four or five years, paid to the 
Province a good deal more than the 
entire cost of the collego for the last 
ten years.

Ever to tho 
age of i or •> years a child should have ono 
hour of idi’i p or at least rest in bed before 
its dinner, and it should bo pul to bed at 
0 or 7 o’c! ck in t tic evening up to tho fif¬ 
teenth year. Most young pooplo require 
teg hours of sleep nml to tho twentieth 
year nine hours. After that ago every one 
must find out bow much sleep ho or she 
requires, though, ns a general rule, at 
least six to eight hours uro necessary. 
During growth there must bo nmplo sleep 
if the bruin is to develop to its full extent, 
and tho more nervous, excitable or pro- 
cocious a child is tho longer sleep should 
it get if its intellectual progress Is not to 
cornu to u premature standstill or life be 
cut short at an early ago. Tho period of full 
maturity, with its maximum of mental 
activity, is tho period of minimum de¬ 
mand for sleep.—New York Lodger.

hired. Whero there uro no railway routes

Here a certain 
number of horses and carioles. stolk 
Joorros, or trllles, must be kept for the use 
t i travelers. 

Old Ivor Tofto traces his descent straight 
down from llnrold Hnnrfnger—Harold tho 
Fair Haired—and says ho is really king of 
Norway. This Harold's date is so romoto 
that it is “wrapt in mystery,” but tho 
chronologers givo it as from 800 (?) to 983. 
In his own district Ivor Tofto is consid¬ 
ered king, and disputes hnve been brought 
to him to settlo Just ns if ho wero king, 
disputes which would nut bo taken to tho 
real sovereign. It is asserted that on ono 
occasion King Oscar and Ivor Tofto met, 
and Tofto, putting Oscar on tho back, ex¬ 
claimed, “Ah, old fellow, if every » no had 
his rights I should bo whero you are and 
you would bo somewhere else.”

Now., tho surface 
gravity of u planet depends on Its mass 
and its radius, being dWetly as the former 
and Inversely as the sqiWe of tho latter. 
But In shrinking Jupltcrvl111 lose none 
of its mass, although its radius will ho- 
enmo much smaller. The torch of gravity 
will consequently increase on its surface 
us tho plain t gets tuna Her and more dense. 

Tho present mean diuiuctt# of Jupltor 
Is hd,5(iu miles, while its muss exceeds that 
oflho earth in tho ratio of Hid to 1. .Sup¬ 
pose Jupiter shrunk to three-quarters of 
its present diuim-t« r, or 04 , 8(10 miles, then 
Itssurfaco gravity would exceed tho earth’s 
nearly live times. With one-half Its pres¬ 
ent diameter tho surface gravity would be¬ 
come more than ten limes that of tho earth. 
On such a planet a man’s Imjucm would 
snap lx*ni-uth his weight, even grunting 
that he cm^ld remain upright at all! It 
would seem, then, that, unless wo aro to 
abandon terrestrial analogies altogether 
and "go it blind," we*must set 1111 upper 
limit to thu magnitude of an inhabited 
planet, and that Jupiter vrepreson to such 
Upper limit, If imbed ho does not tran¬ 
scend it.—Popular Science Monthly.

Kennedy, charged with administering a 
dose of paria green to Frank 8 . McCoy on 
Deo 1 st, 1.897, was Held in the Assembly 
Hall of the Collegiate Institute, on Friday, 
February 11th, at the hour of 2.30 p.nj. 
There was a jarge crowd in attendance, 
giving an evfdence of the deep interest 
takpp in the case. High Chief Justioe 
VacEvery presided. Messrs. Wilson and 
Gordon appeared for*tho prisoner, while 
Crown Attoruoy lYiller, aided by Mr. 
Gaudier, Q.C., conducted the case for the 
prosecution. Mr. Arthur Fennell acted as 
clerk, while J. F. O'Brien tilled the posi¬ 
tion of crier. The other officers of the 
court were: L. File, Sheriff; T. C. Unger, 
Chief ; A. Pringle and F. Oiryin, Con¬ 
stables, The following gentlemen compos¬ 
ed the jury : W. N. Gordauier, foreman ;

The prisoner 
poisoned him by putting paris green in 
cclfco which he had for breakfast on.the 
morning of Dec. 1st He was sick for 
about a week. The prisoner had a grudge 
against him for poisoning a dog, and he 
did this to got oven with him. 

On being cross examined, he said " X am 
not acijuaiutod with 'lie symptoms of colic, 
and for all I know they might be the same 
as those of paris green." On being asked 
to describe the symptoms be had he gave 
merely those of colic. 

The next witness for the Crown was Dr. 
Q. L. Elliott . Ho swore he knew the 
prisoner and defendant, was present on the 
morning of Dec. let shortly after the 
poisoning. The prisoner wae present also. 
He attended Mr. McCoy and got him 
around in about a week. On analyzing he 
found Mr. McCoy had been given a sufli 
cient amonnt of poison to kill him, had he 
not been attended immediately. 

On being cross examined he swore that 
he was an expert chemist but on being 
closely questioned as to the composition of 
pans green he became considerably mixed. 
Hip test for the presence of paria green be¬ 
ing very unsatisfactory as was shown after¬ 
wards by Burrows' evidence, in the fact 
that he could not nse glass in the test, as 
this article contains arsenic, a composite of 
paris green. 

Mr. Jas. Russell on being sworn said he 
was a grocer and on the morning of Dec. 
1st had delivered some groceries to Mr. 
McCoy’s. He saw the prisoner preparing 
the poison and Mr. McCoy drinking it in 
his ooffee. 

This ended the case for the Crown. 

At this point in the proceedings the 
Judge ordered a constable to wake up some 
of the jury. 

The tlrst witness called for the defence 
was the prisoner A. H. Kennedy. He 
swore he was forty years of age, was a 
deteotive employed by an agency in Tor¬ 
onto, superintended by Mr. Frank Barrows. 
He was in Napanee boarding at Mr. Mo 
Coy 4 ® and at the time in question and was 
working on the case of the Dominion Bank 
robbery. He bought the poison for Elliott 
and the latter administered it, and then 
accused him (Kennedy) of it and had him 
arrested. At the oonrt witness prodnoed a 
tin-typo of Elliott. 

Mr. Frank Barrows on being sworn said 
he was manager of a deteotive agenoy in 
Toronto. Mr. Kennedy was in his employ 
and he had always found him to be trust 
worthy. Mr. Kennedy had sent for him 
when be was arrested. He knew Elliott 
personally and said bo had had dealings 
with him through deteotive work and that 
he had not the best reputation. 

Tho last witness called was Mr. Thos. 
Lafi'erty. He sworo he was employod by 
Kennedy to watoh Elliott. * The latter did 
not know this and consequently disclosed 
his Becreta to Lafferty, who at the right 
time, gaye the plans away to manager 
Burrows, and Elliott is now awaiting trial 
on a serious oharge.

After the jury had been warned of their 
important task, they retired to an ante¬ 
room, where scales were previously pro¬ 
vided for weighing the evidence. 

During their absence D. Whiskin was 
arrested and on being asked pleaded guilty 
of uontempt of court and being unable to 
pay his fine, his pockets were turned inside 
out and the contents confiscated. Bo much 
was found on his person that a basket had 
to be procured in which to keep it. The 
jury returned in about fifteen minutes with 
a verdiot of "Not Guilty." The judge 
then discharged tho prisoner honorably, 
but warned him if ho ever came in contact 
with Canadian law again it might not go 
so easy with him. The court was then 
closed until the next session.
